Milwaukee, Wie, May S1.—[Special.}—The

Pabst Brewing company, Milwaukee; the 
Refrigerator Transit FoMpany, and several 
railroad companies has been dengel in favor 
of the government.

against the Pabst company te dismflesed for , 
lack of proof, but the refrigerator concern 


and railroads are enjoined from continuing 


the practice of receiving and giving commis- | 


sions for traffic controlled and transported 
by the companies. 

The opinion was written by Judge Baker 
and approved by Judges Grosscup, Seaman, 
and Kohisaat, the other members of the 
court. It is considered by lawyers to be a 
sweeping decision and one which upholds the 
provisions of the Elkins det fn all its intents 
and purposes. | 


Rebating Declared Illegal. 
The court holds that the Elkins law is 
sound and enforceable. The ullag puts a 


ban on devices used in giving and collecting 


rebates, The relation of. shipper and rail- 


roads is defined in clear language. It is held 


that where a person or company gives con- 


trol of his or its shipments to @ company, 


such as the refrigerator company, r a 


freight broker, the person or company to 
whom it is assigned must be deemed owner 


and shipper of the freight and cannot ac- 
cept commissions or rebates from railroads. 


The defendants in the case inatituted by 


the government were the Milwaukee Re- 
frigerator Transit company, Pére Marquette 
railroad company, Erle railroad company, 


the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 


road company, the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco railroad conipany, the Wiscousin Cen- 
tral railroad company, the Chicagoand Alton 
railroad company, and the Pabst Brewing 
company.

Attempt to Evade the Law. 


“That the refrigerator company (apart 
from the charge that it waz a dummy of the 
brewing company) was organized and is be- 
Ing carried on as a device for the purpose 
and with the intent of exacting ffom the 
railroad companies a large proportion of the 
freight moneys for interstate and foreign 
shipments controlled by it; . . that it 
withholds such traffic from railroad com- 
panies which refused to return to it from 
one-tenth to one-eighth of the freight 
moneys. « 

“That the defendant railroad companies 
with the intent of evading the law have en- 
tered into such contracts with the refrigera- 
tor company and thereunder have paid to 
the refrigerator company from one-tenth to 
one-eighth of the freight moneys on all traffic 
controlled by the refrigerator company.” 

After going into the case of the brewing 
company and declaring that for failure of 
proof the charges are dismissed,” the deci- 
sion says: 


Equity Proceedings Upheld. 

“The evils that have resulted from rail- 
road companies’ secret abatément of pub- 
lished rates in favor of particular persons, 
have long been matters of common report 
and discussion. If a person, whote business 
was being undermined and ruined through 
advantages unlawfully given to a competitor, 
should seek relief in equity, the objection that 
4 property right was not involved would be 
wanting. 

Because the persons affected are 80 
numerous and widely separated, because 
their injuries severally may be small, and be- 
cause the United States had the regulation 
of interstate and foreign commerce, in our 

opinion congress clearly had the power to 
authorize equity proceedings by the United 


ö States as compiainant for the protection of 


all persons who would be re yructae dy the un- 
lawful practices.” 


Holds Railroads Guilty. 
After reviewing the evidence the court con- 
tinues:: 
“In the practice stated, it is evident that 
the railroad companies, in acceding to the 
demands of the refrigerator company, have 


(1) failed strictly to observe the published | 


tariffs, and (2) granted concessions whereby 
they received a less rate than that named 
in the pu 
of pr in interstate-and foreign, both 
in disregard of section 1. 

„It matters not that the particular prac- 
tice herein disclosed ise not described in the 
act. The inhibition of ‘any device what- 
ever’ that accomplishes the condemned re- 
eults ie a ban upon inventioninthisfield. So 
far as the fact of intent is material, it follows 
from the consideration that the parties know- 


‘ingly and deliberately did what they did.

Cam- 
pion is under arrest at the East Chicago ave- 
nue police station, News of the attack came 
last eVening and the arrest followed.

She left 
her residence at 7‘o’clock Tuesday morning 
to statt to work. She had been in the habit 
of starting early, walking as far as her time 
would permit, and finishing the journey in a 
ear, Tuesday morning she stopped at the. 
house of Mise Aartha Hahn, 969 North Clark 
street, and after remaining there for a few 
minutes resumed her way to work, 


Struck Down by a Cab. 

At Clark and Eugenia streets she found 

her time limited and stopped at the corner 
to take a car. While waiting in the street 
between the curbing and the track she was 
warned of the approach.of an automobile 
from the north, and as she stepped out of the 
way she was struck by a cab from the south 
driven by Campion. She was Enccked down 
and made unconscious. Campion stopped his 
horse, and, with the assistance of Miss Laura 
Cobby, 700 Wells street, who alighted from 
a passing car, Miss Geigel was placed in the 
cab and taken to Hawes’ drug store, at Wells 
and Eugenia streets. 
» While Miss Geigel was in the store Miss 
Cobby went to her own home on en errand, 
and when she returned to the drug store she 
found the cabman and Miss Geigel had de- 
parted after an unsuccessful a*:empt to get 
@ doctor, Assuming that the young woman 
had been taken to a hospital, Mies Cobby 
‘resumed her journey downtown. 


Reaches Home Four Hours Later. 
At noon of the same day—more than four 
hours leter—Mrs. Martha Biegoness, with 
whom Mise Geigel resides, was summoned 
by a knock, and as she opened the door Miss 
Geigel fell into her arms. Her eyes were 
dilated, her hair disheveled, and her condi- 
tion alarming. She was taken into the 
‘house, but was in such a condition that she 
could not give a coherent account of herself. 
Dr. Charles Wagner, 545 Cleveland avenue, 
was summoned hastily. | 
Mies Geigel's clothes were poiled with 
stable refuse and her pocketbook, which had 
contained $8 and some cards, was miseing. 
It wee learned afterwards that Campion 
Mise Geigel to the stable where he keeps 
his cab and afterwarde took her home after | 
learning the address from a card which she 
‘always carried in her pocketbook for in- 
formation in case of accident. 
. No report was made to the police until late 
yesterday afternoon. In Campion's posses- 
‘gion was found part of the contents of Miss 
Geigel’s puree, Campion refuses to tajk other 
than to say that he was under the influence 
of Mquor at the time and has an indistinct 
recollection of the affair.

The main was laid ten years ago, and al- 
though there has been a wonderful growth 
in that part of the city during those years 
nothing has deen done to Increase the supply. 

There are houses along the idge in 
West Pullman and elsewhere throughout the 
district where water does not run in: the 
pipes for weeks at a time, and it is the cus- 
tom of the househoider in that region to 
place a tank in his bathroom and fill this at 
night, when there is a slight pressure. 


New Experience Is the Wo 

A climax of bad conditions was reached 
last Saturday night. Shortly after 8 0 lock 
there was an absolute stoppage over the 
entire district and only a disappointing gur- 
gle greeted the turning on of a fducet on the 
next day. ‘The men at the pumping station 
could not account for it and neither could 
those at the water commissioner’s office 
on the following Monday. 

Then the water came back as mysterious- 
ly as it had disappeared. The explanation 
given by Ald. Bibi is that some one, some- 
where has a cutoff.” 

While no better facilities have been given 
this district in years, the city hall has re- 
plied to the murmurs with promises. In de- 
risive terms the residents there tell of the 
most recent. A year ago there was a con- 
certed action for more water and it was 
agreed to run a main down Halsted street 
from Ninety-fifth. A city engineer went over 
the ground and recommended that twenty- 
four and sixteen inch pipes be used. 

Bids were advertised for and the pipes 
were delivered, with the promise that the 
main would be in by Jan. 1. But it wasn't. 


Hope of Relief Fades Away. 

Another engineer was sent to look over the 
ground and he found the proposed route 
would not do and that while the twenty-four 
inch pipe might be utilized it would be neces- 
sar; to use some thirty-six inch pipe, and in 
March of this year wagons were sent to hau! 
all the sixteen inch pipe away. 

It is this action which has spurred the 


people to action. 


“That was a skillful bluff they worked on 
us, gaid W. G. Davis, a West Pullman resi- 
dent. We thought our troubles were at an 
end, and if Mayor Dunne with his municipal 
ownership theories had asked for our votes 
he would have had them. The only explana- 
tion I can offer for the change in plans was 
that the city needed the same pipes to fool 
some other district.”

, Escaped Bomb Year Ago. | 

As a curious coincidence it is just a year 
ago today that a bomb was thrown at King 
Alfonso in Paris. As the king, Acompanied 
by President Loubet, was driving away from 
a gala performance at the Opera May 31, 
1905, an anarchist threw a bomb at the royal 
carriage. It struck a trooper of the cui- 
rassier escort on the shoulder, fell to the 
ground, and exploded without injuring the 
king or the president, who continued their 
drive to the Palais d'Orsay. . 

Several soldiers of the escort were throwh 
from: their horses and injured, while frag- 
ments o the bomb struck a number of per- 
sens in the crowd. The horse of one of the 

republican. guards belonging to the escort 
received the full force of the charge in his 
chest; thus averting it frmm the two rulers.

Spain in all ita history never witnessed a 
more gorgeous pageant than that attend- 
ing the marriage of ite youthful ruler, nor a 
royal ceremony that struck 80 deep a chord 
in the nation’s heart. 

Even the elements gave token ot approval, 
for Madrid has seldom seen such glorious 
‘weather as smiled upon the day's memorable 
events. A cloudless sky with dazsling sun- 
shine added its glories to the bewildering 
mase of color in which the streets were en- 
veloped. From da almost the city was 
‘buzzing with anime The entire night 
had been passed amid the din of fireworks, 
singing and dencing, and thousands of pro- 
vincials, unable to secure shelter, spent the 
night in cafés and in the streets. 

At s o'clock crowds densely’ packed the 
main thoroughfares, and the troops took up 
their positions, stopping all traffic, and the 


| whole city took on an air of feverish ex- 


pectance. The esplanade fronting the royal 
palace was occupied by regiments of the 
royal guards in full gala uniforms, with 
glittering breastplates and helmets. De-

Streets a Blaze of Color. 


The scene from the Puerto del Sol to the

arches of roses, from which were suspended 
enormous flower baskets and trailing vines. 
Under this dazzling canopy of flags and 
flowers surged dense masses of humanity in 
festival attire, the women wearing white 
mantillas and bunches of bright flowers in 
their black hair, while countless bright col- 
ored fans whipped the air. 

Princess Victoria 
palace to Madrid early in the mcining, ac- 
companied by her mothen Princese Henry of 
‘Battenberg, and her ladies of honor, and 
escorted by a regiment of the royal guards. 
The bride's party was inetalled in the 
Ministry of Marine, which had been sumptu- 
ously prepared for her. The princcss put on 
her wedding dress, and Queen Christina 
greeted the bride, after which the ladies 
breakfsted together. 

The wedding curtége started from the royal 
palace at 9:30 a. m. amid the ringing of 
church bells, the firing of artillery salutes, 
and the clamorous enthusiasm ot the crowds 
massed along the route. Ahead rode trump- 
eters in crimson velvet suits of the time of 
Philip II., sounding the approach of the 
royal party. Following them came the per- 
sonnel of the royal household, the heralds 
caparisoned in oriental style, equerries and 
grooms from the royal stables leading the 
King's favorite horses with gold embroidered 
saddle cloths and colored plurier, accom- 
panied by paged and riding masters, and all 
the bewlidering equipment of a luxurious 
court, 

Next came a long line of gala coaches of 
the Spanish grandees, gilded and jeweled, 
and drawn by magnificent horses in silver 
harness. Within rode the nobility of Spain, 
the men with their breasts covered with 
orders, and the women in their gayest attire. 


Royal Coaches Dazzling Affairs. 


But the briliiancy of this part of the cor- 
tége was far surpassed when the famous 
royal gala coaches came into wew, each 
drawn by eight superb white horses with 
golden and silver harnesses and lofty colored 
plumage, looking like the coaches’ depicted 
on some illuminated page of a fairy book. 
These coaches formed one of the most strik- 
ing features of the wedding cortége. They 
were marvels of luxury, some of tortofse 
shell, otherd of mahogany, set with panels 
painted by famous artists, all ornamented 
with precious metals and emblazoned with 
the royal insignia. They were relics of by- 
gone days, when kings and queens rode in 
golden vehicles. 

The coaches of the Spanish grandees were 
hardly less.remarkable than those of roy- 


drawn by only two horses, according to rigid 
rule. Pollowifig the coaches of the Spanish 
princes and infantas were those of the visit- 
ing princes, including the prince and princess 
of Wales, of Archduke and Archduchess 
Francis Ferdinand of Austria, the Grand 
Duke and Grand Duchess Vladimir of Rus- 
sia, Prince Albrecht of Prussia, and Prince 
t Albert of Belgium, and representatives of 
all the royal houses of Europe. 

Closing this dazzling array of princes ap- 
peared a coach bearing the royal crown, in 
which were seated King Alfonso, his witness, 
Prince Carlos, and the King's little nephew, 
Prince Alfonso, the actual heir to the throne 
of Spain. 

As the king’s coach appeared it was greet- 
ed by a great roar, while the multitude wild- 
ly waved handkerchiefs, fans, and parasols.

The castle Which Alfonso and his queen 
have chosen for their honeymon is the Span- 
ish Versailles, known as La Granja.

@ royal honeymoon. The palace is sit- 
vated. at the foot of the imposing 
Pico de Penalara in the Guarrama 
mountains, high above the sea level. 
The little village dates from ancient 
times, when Henry IV. built a chapel there 
and dedicated it to St. Ildefonso. Later, 
Phillip V. erected a magnificent palace with 
surrounding parks, in the style of his French 
native country.

The fétes for the king’s wedding, which 
began today and will last a week, have been 
prepared on an unusual scale of lavishness. 
They are, divided in three parts, the first 
including the family fétes, celebrated at the 
royal palace by the members of the royal 
family; second, the fétes offered to the visit- 
ing princes, envoys, and high functionaries;

COST OF WEDDING $10,000,000. 


More than $4,000,000 Falls to Dress- 
makers, Milliners, Tailors, and 
Jewelers, It Is Estimated. 


LONDON, May 31.—It is estimated that 
the royal wedding involved the’ expenditure 
of $10,000,000. The outlay for decorations 
by the municipality and private citizens 
amounted to $125,000. Since every woman 
invited to the wedding ceremony and vari- 
ous festivities had to buy an elaborate new 
robe, ornaments, and in many cases jewels, 
it is estimated that not less than $3,600,000 
was paid milliners, dressmakers, and jewel- 
ers. An instance is that of a dowager duch- 
ess, aged 70, who bought a new tlara for 
$80,000. A majority of the 2,500 noblemen 
and others had to get new ‘uniforms and 
court dresses. The cost of these, is placed 
at $457,500. 

The restoration of the royal state coaches, 
new harness and trappings, cost more than 
$150,000. More than $1,250,000 was expended 
in preparing and redecorating the Pardo pal- 
ace, including the building of new kitchens, 
in furnishing the chateau of La Granja for 
the honeymoon, and restoring the apart- 
ments in the palace at Madrid for the new 
queen. 

New uniforms for troops and court serv- 
ants cost $150,000. In addition to all this 
there is the outlay for the bull fight, military 
review, various fétes, which it is known will 
amount to many thousands of doliars.

TIFLIS, Transcaucasia, May 31.—The

Attorney Bates, Representing Stock- 
holders of Concerm im Hands of a 
Receiver, Tella San Francisco Los- 
ers Payment Will Be Made in Sixty 
Days Without Litigation if They 
Accept — General Rebuilding Held 
Back by Underwriters. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 81.—[Special.]— 
The San Francisco policy holders in the 
Traders’ Fire Insurance company of Chi- 
cago received a definite offer of settlement 
today. It was not, as some optimistic persons 
here and in Chicago had expected, a proffer 
to settle the fire losses in full, but proposed 
a settlement on a basis of 60 cents on the 
dollar in full satisfaction of their claims. 
No decision to accept the offer was reached. 

Thomas Bates, insurance attorney of Chi- 
cago and Evanston and legal representative 
of Receiver Byron L, Smith of the Traders, 
brought the offer in person and appeared be- 
fore 850 policy holders in the defunct com- 
pany. State Commissioner Wolf presided. 
Mr. Bates also was attorney for the 
Traders when it was solvent. He intimated 
to the policy holders that the terms were 
much better than would be secured through 
the channel of a receivership settlement. 


Bates Represents Stockholders, 

Commissioner Wolf introduced Mr. Bates 
us attorney for the receiver. But Mr. Bates 
said that while he actually was the receiver's 
attorney, he really had come here ag repre- 
sentative of eight or ten stockholders who 
felt so humiliated at the position in which 
they found themselves that they wanted to 
see if a way could not be found to take 
the company out of the hands of thereceiver 
by letting the assets and surplus go to the 


policy holders. 
t the Traders: had $5,107,000 


He explained th 
at risk in the burned district of San Fran- 
cisco and that the assets of the company were 
only a capital of $500,000 and a surplus of

This will require that 
these stockholders give about $1, 200,000 out 
of their own pockets.” 

The estimate of the loss, exceeding 7 
000, made by Mr. Bates and the company's ex- 
perts, ie greater than any figure given out 
before., It Was reported at the time the com- 
pany was thrown into receivership that its 
losses would be around $3,500,000. 


Promises Money in Sixty Da 

Mr. Bates went on to say that: if t ae 
Francisco policy holders, of whom there are 
about 2,000, would accept this offer, the 
money would be paid in from thirty to sixty. 
days, and he then dweit on the long drawn 
out and expensive legal proceedings that 
would N if they took the matter into the 
courts. 

When asked who sent him Mr. Bates re- 
fused to give names, except that of John 
J. Mitchell, president of the Ilinolg Trust 
and Savings bank, as being one of the eight.

Medical Men — Operations Which 

Removed Both Hands and Parts of 

Bedy Fail to Arrest Insidious 

Spread of Incurable Malady Which 
* Ie Brought On by Light. 


Rochester, N. T., May 81.—[{Speciai.j—Dr. 
Louis A. Wiegel, the Rochester surgeon who 
became affected with’ a strange disease due 
to the constant use of X rays, died today at 
his home aged 52 years. 

Hitz death was due to a recurrence of the 
Gisease that caused the loss of both his hands 
in 1904. Between that time and hie — 
he underwent four other opetations, fi 
for the removal of part of the right Bans 5 
der, and then part of the mruscles covering 
the right breast, but the disease could not 
be checked.. The last operation was per- 


formed in February of this year. 


Nature of Disease an Enigma. 

Mystery completely surrounds the cause 
of his death; thé disease being unknown to 
medical science, though it is believed to in- 
volve some great; principle of life. 

So far as known, Dr. Weigel’s death is the 
fourth which is attributed to scientific ex- 
periment with Roentgen rays, the other vic- 
tims being an assistant to Thomas Edison, 
a Boston physician, and Bertha Fleischman 
of San Francisco. 


Operation Fails to Stop Spread. 

Dr, Weigel first became affected in the 
early part of 1004 in both hands. In July of 
that year a part of the little finger of the 
right hand was removed and sent to Dr. 
Welch at Johns Hopkins university, who re- 
ported it affected with cancer. Then came 
the operation for the removal of the right 
hand at the wrist and all but a thumb and 
finger of the left hand. Dr. Weigel seemed 
to improve for a time after this and re- 
sumed his practice, although he was unable 
to operate. A few months later the disease 
manifested: itself again and then all hope of 
— ite. insiduous growth was aban- 

oned.

ILLINOIS: MINE WAR ENDS. 


AGREEMENT REACHED AT THE 
SPRINGFIELD CONFERENCE. 


Ratification of Solution Will Follow— 
Result Claimed te Be ‘Victory. for 
Operators, as Miners Consent to 
Pay Cost of Shot Firers and In- 
epectors—Scale of Wages of 10903 
to Be Paid—Many Shafts Will Be 
Opened for Work on Monday.

Springfield, HI., May. 31.—[Special. I The 
strike of the Illinois coal miners terminated 
late tonight as the result of an agreement 
effected by the joint scale committee of min- 
ers and operators. The agreement will be 
submitted to the joint convention tomorrow 
morning, when it will be ratified. 

Until the agreement actually is ratified 
no expressions will be made by either side, 
but it is regarded as a signal victory for the 
operators, inasmuch as it pfovides that the 
cost of shot firers dnd inspectors shall be 
borne by the miners. 


Terms of Agreement. 

In substance the agreement provides: 

That the 1908 scale of wages shall be paid 
the miners. 

That the cost of shot flrers and inspectors 
Shall be assumed by the miners and in case 
of any hew-legisiation enacted which shaun 
affect the equity of the agreement the party 
which is injured by the legislation shall be 
reimbursed by the other party to the joint 
agrecment. 

‘Adoption of an indemnity clause providing 
penalties where, mines are shut down in vio- 
lation of the agreement or -where lockouts 
are declared to enfore some conditions not 
warranted by t agreement. 

That sub-district conventions shall not be 
held unless it is mutual on the part of the 
reiners and operators. 

That sub-district agreements of 1904-08 
shall remain in force during the contract 
period except in so far as changes in the 

state agreement make changes necessary ja 
the sub-district agreements. 

The agreement shall continue in force until 
May 31, . 1908. 

That the machine differential of 7 cents 
fat shall remain the same. 

Trat the mine run system shall remain 


undisturbed. 


Will Resume Work Monday. 


As the result of the agreement many of the 
mines in the state will résume operation next 
Monday and others will open just as soon as 
business justifies it. The mules will be put 
down in the mines on Saturday. Owing.to 
the fact that the mines have been idle two 
months much work will be required to place 
a large number of the plants in shape for 
operation.

“ As I say, I think it is extravagant to say 
that the graft In this one rallroad is equal 
to the amount ef ite dividends, but that 
there je a great deal of money made on 
the side is almost a moral certainty.” 


Wealth Not All Graft. 

„There is one thing which should be borne 
in mind,” said the interstate commerce com- 
missioner, and that is there are opportun!- 
ties for legitimate investment by railroad of- 
ficials which may have been honestly taken 
advantage of and which may have yielded 
large returns without hurting the stockhold- 
ers in any way. 

In other days on the Pennsylvania under 
President Thompson the system adopted was 
open. Responsible officials at the heads of 
departments were told in so many words that 
the road was poor because it was costly to 
plerce the Alleghany mountains and hence it 
could not pay large salaries. Therefore these 
officials were permitted and often advised to 
put their money into enterprises along the 
line of road: oh the theory that the country

“A correspondent ask» why 
the June judicial élections 
should be held on a Monday 
Instead of a Tuesday.

ed to them by the lord high almoner in the 
chapel royal on every Maundy Thursday.

The dean of Westminster at the present 
moment undoubtedly is the divine who occu- 
ples the highest place in the favor and regard 
of the king, who first had his attention drawn 
to him on the occasion of his coronation. It 
seems that when the time came for the 
crowning of King Edward, it was found that 
the only person who had mastered the intri- 
cate ritual and ancient traditions of the coro- 
nation service—traditions extending over a 
thousand years—was the Rev. Dr. Armitage 
Robinson, at that time a canon of Weetmin- 
ster abbey and rector of St. Margaret“ s 
church, Westminster. It may be remembered 
that King Edward. to a great extent, himself 
directed what may be described as the stage 
management of the coronation, and this 
| brought bim into constant contact with Dr. 
Robinson, who never was at a lose for in- 
formation, and who had every precedent at 
hie fingers’ ends. Consequently, when poor 
old Dean Bradley was compelled by age and 
infirmity to retire from the deanery of Weat- 
minster abbey a few months later, no one 
was much astonished when it was conferred 
by the king upen Dr. Robinson, although he 
was but 42 years of age at the time. 

— 


Held in turn by Samuel Wilberforce, Buck - 
jand, and Stanley, the dignity of dean of 
Westminster abbey, that is, of the basilica 
of St, Peter, carries with it a handsome resi- 
dence, a salary of $10,000 a year, exceedingly 
valuable fees and perquisites, and the chan- 
cellorship of the order of the Bath, the in- 
signia of which the dezu wears round his 
neck. Moreover, as the abbey is a royal 
„ peculiar "’ or royal chapel, ite dean and 
chapter are ¢xempt from all episcopal juris- 
diction; independent of all lau-

He graduated 
with high honors from Christ's college; Cam- 
bridge, in 1881; became four years iater the 
dean of his college and Norrisian professor 
of divinity, acquired during the fifteen years 
which he spent as such at Cambridge a Euro- 
pean fame for his knowledge of early Chris- 
tian Mterature, and thereby commended him- 
self to the notice of the chancellor of the uni- 
Versity, the late Lord Salisbury, who, when 
premier; secured for him the stall of a canon 
of Weetminster abbey. The appearance of 
Dr. Robinson is characterized by great dig- 
nity, recalling the princes of the church of the 
sixteenth century. And yet he is a good 
raconteur, a great acquisition to a dinner 
table, and possessed of a wit which some- 
times is caustic but always good natured. 
He is disposed to be high church, yet has 


1 sympathies with all ecclesiastical parties, 


and holds aloof from politics. If King BEd- 
ward lives long enough, Dr. Robinson prob- 
ably will be the next archbishop of Canter- 
bury.

LAUDS SUPREME COURT. 


President Attends Dinner at Wash- 
ington in Honor of Justice Brown, 
Who Retires as Member of 
the Tribunal.

Washington, D. C., May 


»81.—President 


Roosevelt tonight attended the dinner given 


to Associate Justice Brown, who retires as a 
member of the Supreme court, and in hie ad- 
drese sald the justice had earned the right 
to rest after honorable service. 

“In all the world,” said the president, 
“there ig no body of men of equal numbers 
that possesses the dignity and power com- 


bined that inhere in that court over which, 


Mr. Chief Justice, you preside. Owing ‘to 
the peculiar construction of our government 
the man who does his full duty on that court 
must of necessity be not only a great jurist 
but a great constructive statesman. It has 
been our supreme good fortune as a nation 
that we have had on that court from the be- 
ginning. to the present day men who have 
been able to carry onin worthy fashion the 
tradition which thus hes made it inctm- 


| pent upon the members of the court to oom - 


bine in such fashion the qualities of the great 
jurist and of the constructive statesman. 
There has been at times criticism of the 
court.’ 


„M. Justice, + this country, I think, 
it would rale any one to name an office or 

officer, any institution, any man, or body of 
men, of whom it is not true that there has 
been criticism.

Ten years ago one could travel through that 
country and subsist on food supplied by the

On every hand are seen de- 
serted villages, 
shambas, whose 1 2 inhabitants ha ve all 
succumbéd to the dread sickness. 

One thing that renders the natives more 
subject to it ig their nakedness, which pre- 
sents a larger surface to the filles, The latter 
can, however, bite through * stuffs, and 
all those scientiste engaged in studying the 
malady. have been bitten many times by 
them. But one may be bitten 4 hundred, 
times before the fatal microbe * commu- 
nicated, 

I went to the government labbvatory at 
Entebbe, 3 ie — English headquarters 
for the st: the disease. Itis run in con- 
nection with a 7 bon tal for treating the na- 
tive sufferdre.. Theinvestigatione are carried 
on by 224 on monkeys. 

The laboratory itself is a large, airy room, 
overlooking the town, the green shores, and 
the beautiful lake, with the Sesse archipela- 
go—the haunt of the tee-tse fiy—lying blue 
on the horizon twenty miles away. 

At the back of the laboratory, on the up- 
ward slope of the hill, set on posts, are the 
boxes for the monkeys, some fifty of which 
were peering at us around the corners of their 
homes or through the chinks. Some few 
brave ones sat on the tops and openly in- 

spected us. It was a curious sensation to feel 
that fifty pairs of reproachful, haunting eyes 
were ee but intently, fixed on us.. Only 
one, a dog faced baboon, was indifferent to 
us. He sat moodily gazing at the ground 
meditating on his wrongs.

Experiments Are Failures. 


The monkeys, being caught in a wild state, 
pine #0 in captivity and are so seneltive to 
the altered conditions that they never live 
long enough to die of the sleeping sickness. 
They are inoculated by means of the tse-tse 
files, but much to the chagrin of the invest 
gators always Perish from some pther all- 
ment, 

Inside the laboratory are many curious 
cases, boxes, bottles, and jars and a queef 
odor of drugs and disinfectants, while in 
ttle netting cages the tse-tse flies buzz and 
whir. A fly was dissected and analyzed 
under the microscope for me. Curlous mon- 
sters they appear when magnified thirty or 
forty times. 

Then an infected monkey Was brought in. 
A native attendant held its arms and lees 
while the doctor took some of the blood. This 
was placed under a strong lens and there I 
saw the fatal trypanazoma wriggling in the 
fluid. It is shaped like a ligard and is in con- 
stant motion, 

A dark spot appears in its semi-transparent, 
writhing body, and if you watch thie long 
enough you will see the creature divide into 
two wrigslers at this point. These two 
wriggie along through their @onian mo- 
mente and in time become by the same proc- 
ess four. And 80 I saw one link in the dis- 
ease that hae sent 200,000 natives of Uganda 
to their last reckoning.

Hard Task for Scientists. 

But science has been balked in its investiga- 
tion so far. It has discovered neither a cure 
nor a preventive for beri beri. Nor has it 
found the source and origin of the fatal tse-tse 
Hy. Vainiy has it hunted for the grub, the 
egg; or whatever gives birth tothe fy. It has 
hagarded the opinion that trees and shade 
harbor the insect, that sunshine 10 fatal to It. 

Following this theory the authorities have 
done away with the forests which girdied the 
town of Entebbe. But they are not at all 
sure that this has accomplished its object, 
though it ie admitted that the tee-tse fly is 
not quite so prevalent there as formerty.

Dear Money Predicted. 
The London Statist, in its issue of May 19, 
has the folowing comment on the general 
money market; l 

“There is probably more money available 
for investment in this country at the present 
time than there has ever been before, but in 
view. of our losses in the South African war, 
the high rate of our taxation, as well as our 
great demand for capital for nearly every 
country, we are disposed to look for higher 
rates of interest than we have required since 
the 808. 

“Tt should be recognised that the world’s 
trade is now so active that unprecedented 
amounts of capital are needed to finance it 
and to maintain ite volume at the existing 
level. It should be recognized that any ad- 
vance.in prices, especially of fixed interest 
bearing: securities, is unlikely. to occur until 
some check of the activity takes place and 
there is more capital available for investment 
than there are new securities created. Of 
course an active demand for capital with 
good trade is far better than the position of 
unemployed capital, a state of depressed 
trade, and high prices for securities. 

It must be recognized that the subscrip-

000,000, at the moment that insurance.com- 
panies and others are under the necessity of
